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kJignificant changes have 
overtaken home decoration. SimpUcity 
and directness, spaciousness (at least 
in efiect), elimination of non-essentials, 
a minimum of furniture, suitability and 
practical usefulness, an emphasis on 
color; these are the dictates of the new 
decorative art.

Modern woman has been quick 
to grasp this new movement in decora- 
tion, and naturally so, for her tastes are 
educated and discriminating.

Though fashions for the home 
have changed tremendously, pause to 
note that the age-old principles of deco- 
ration remain unaltered and serene. 
Color must still be considered in relation 
to the size, exposure and character of 
the room.

Qs Q rule, should be the lightest plane, 
the floor, the darkest plane; and re- 
member — the colors of the walls, ceiling 
and floor should provide the background 
for furnishings and should bring them 
together into a harmonious ensemble. 

Because dark colors have a 
tendency to darken and reduce the 
size of a room, light colors are more 
suitable for a small room. A northern 
exposure obviously calls for warm tones. 
Conversely, a room that has an abun- 
dance of sunlight is softened in coloring 
by cool tones. For rooms of uncertain 
light, a compromise of cool and warm 
tones very often solves the problem. 



Bedrooms should be soothing 
and restful. Living rooms should have 
a bit of dignity, a ripple of gaiety and 
be brimful of charm. Kitchens should 
be colorful and gay. And so on through 
the home.

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# What is the best type of finish for a 
plastered wall — An oil-base point, in 
glossy, or semi-gloss or dull (flat) finish. 
Choice is governed by the wear the 
wall gets, personal preference and 
decorative effect. 

• S-W Flat-Tone for repainting old 
surfaces — If the wall is finished in oil 
paint which is in good condition, wash 
well with Flaxoap and water before 
applying Flat-Tone. If in doubt, use 
equal parts of S-W Wall Primer and 
Sealer and Flat-Tone as a first coat. 
Apply the second coat as it comes from 
the container.

• A textured tiffany effect — At our 
store the Decorative suggestion book 
shows many color combinations in tex- 
tured tiffany glaze, ranging from the 
softest blended anticpie ivory to the 
richest imaginable stained glass 
effect. 

First, a solid background color of 



Semi-Lustre Satin Enamel is applied 
and allowed to dry. The next coat is 
S-W Glazing Liquid which is first tinted 
to the desired color with S-W First 
Quality Oil Colors. The tinted Glazing 
Liquid is then brushed on to the back- 
ground color and immediately stippled 
with a brush, crumpled cheese cloth, 
or newspaper, to give the textured effect 
desired. 

To give a longer time for stippling, 
a clear coat of S-W Glazing Liquid 
can be applied directly over the ground 
color and while it is still wet the tinted 
Glazing Liquid should be applied over 
it and stippled. 

With S-W Glazing Liquid the wall 
may be made to have a great deal of 
visible texture and yet be perfectly 
smooth and — of course — washable. 

• How to secure actual texture in 
painted walls — For this type of tex- 
ture use S-W WALL PAINT Heavy 
Body No. 96 over a first coat of S-W 
Wall Primer and Sealer.

like enamel finishing is a surface that 
has been sandpapered smooth, covered 
with S-W Enamel Undercoater and 
finished with Semi-Lustre Satin Enamel 
or Elnameloid High Gloss Enamel — a 
method requiring more effort, but worthit.

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• Repairing plaster walls — Repair 
plaster correctly by cutting out cracks 
with a knife, undercutting the edge so 
that when filled with patching plaster 
the material will be held in place. Wet 
the crack thoroughly to avoid shrinkage 
and force the patching plaster in with 
a putty knife. Let dry at least 24 hours, 
then sandpaper rough edges, and pro- 
ceed by covering patch with S-W Wall 
Primer and Sealer before painting 
entire surface. 

• All types of plaster — all types of 
wall firiishes — Note: Do not paint new 
or ''green" plaster without first allow- 
ing it to "cure" and dry for 30 to 
60 days. This precaution is to prevent 
paint peeling. New plaster can be tem- 
porarily decorated with S-W Casenite, 
a dry powder which is mixed with water. 

• Preparing old walls for painting 
— If painted waDs have scaled, leaving 
here plaster, sandpaper down edge of 
pa:nt, then coat in bare spots with S-W 
Wall Primer and Sealer and let dry. 

Walls previously painted with oil paint 
should be washed with S-W Flaxoap 
and water to remove all grease and 
dirt. Kitchen Walls have a film of 
grease (even though the walls look 
clean) which, unless removed, inter- 
feres with the drying of the new paint. 

Kalsomine must be washed off with 
a sponge and hot water, let wall dry, 
and apply one coat of S-W Wall Primer 
and Sealer. Old wallpaper must be 
removed before painting the walls. Soak 
with hot water, scrape it off with a wide 
putty knife, taking care not to nick the 
plaster. Wash off the glue size, let dry 
and apply one coat of S-W Wall Primer 
and Sealer. 

• Old glossy finishes — Wash with 
Flaxoap and sandpaper shiny 
spots. The new finish will then 
be much smoother and more 




opaque. This prevents the new paint 
chipping off when hard. 

• Applying S-W Semi-Lustre Satin 
Enamel to new unpainted wall 
surfaces — First apply one coat of S-W 
Wall Primer and Sealer. When dry, 
apply one or two coats of S-W Semi- 
Lustre Satin Enamel as required. 

• Applying Semi-Lustre Satin 
Enamel over previously painted 
walls— Apply S-W Wall Primer and 
Sealer to bare spots, let dry. If the old 
finish is a flat wall paint, use as a first 
coat equal parts of Wall Primer and 
Sealer and Semi-Lustre Satin Enamel. 
Let dry overnight. Then apply S-W 
Semi-Lustre Satin Enamel as it comes 
from the container. NOTE: If three 
coats are planned, add one pint of 
turpentine to each gallon of Semi-Lustre 
Satin Enamel for the second coat and 
apply the third coat as it comes from 
the container. 

• S-W Semi-Lustre Satin Enamel 
for breakfast rooms, kitchens and 
bathrooms — Formerly a glossy enamel 
was considered necessary to make walls 
washable. Today, Semi-Lustre Satin 
Elnamel is so completely washable and 
sanitary, it is the standard specification 
for hospital walls. It gives softer light 
diffusion than a high gloss finish, hence 
a richer decorative wall, easier on 
the eyes. 

The housewife can have confidence 
in her Semi-Lustre Satin Enamel walls 
as finger marks, grease from cooking, 
even ink spots wash off clean. 

• In hoAv many >ways can wood- 
work be finished? — New unfinished 
woodwork can be left in its natural 
color or stained.

• Finishing Porch Floors — Porch 
floors and steps need a finish that dries 
to a hard, smooth, tough "traffic-proof" 
water-tight film. S-W Porch and Deck 
Paint is made in six attractive colors, 
especially for finishing porches and 
steps of both wood and cement.

• To enamel cement or concrete 

floors — Basement floors which become 
wet periodically from moisture coming 
through the floor or the waUs c6nnot 
be painted successfully — dampness will 
make the paint come off. In a new 
bmlding it will pay to wait a year to 
make certain the floors and waUs are 
water-tight. This also permits the 
cement to cure thoroughly. Apply two 
or three coats, as required, of S-W Floor 
Enamel as directed on the container. 

Previously painted floors require that 
they be washed clean, any loose or 
scaly paint scraped off, the bare spots 
be touched up, then painted with two 
coats of S-W Floor Enamel. 

• Re- finishing wicker furniture — 
use S-W quick-drying Enameloid. Scrub 
the furniture clean with a scrubbing 
brush dipped in benzine — let dry. Then 
thin Enameloid shghtly with turpentine 
so it wiU work into the crevices freely.

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Light colors are most appropriate 
for small homes for they accentuate 
i size. Dark colors for large, rangy 
homes because of their ability to unify a 
scattered arrangement in plan. 

Period homes present definite limitations 
on the choice of color. They should be 
strictly in tune with the decoration of the 
period. Modern homes with their simple 
and direct lines call for an equal simplicity 
in color treatment. 

An exterior that is surrounded with trees 
and shrubbery usually requires warm colors, 
in the lighter tones. Where there is an 
absence of foliage, darker tones are 
suggested. 

If your home is flanked by other homes, 
good taste dictates a distinctive color scheme 
that will be in harmony with adjoining homes.

• Quantity o£ SWP required — This 
depends upon the size of the house. 
The average seven-roomed frame house 
can be painted with five to six gallons 
of SWP, while some brands take eight 
to. ten gallons. You have the right to 
expect this greater coverage when you 
use SWP because SWP is aU paint. 
There are no adulterants or water to 
rob the paint of its spread or hiding 
power. To estimate the quantity of 
SWP required: Measure the distance 
around the house and multiply this 
figure by the average height of the 
building. Divide this hgure by 425, 
which is the number of square feet 
SWP will cover per gallon, two coats, 
under average conditions. This gives 
the number of gallons of SWP needed 
for the body of the house. For the trim, 
cornices, porch pillars, etc., about one- 
eighth to one-fifth as much paint will be 
required, depending upon the amount 
of trim, etc. 

• Importance of priming coat — The 
priming coat is important because the 
finish can be no better than the founda- 
tion coat permits it to be. Your painter 
adds linseed oil or turpentine to SWP 
House Paint for the first coat, to adjust 
it to the porosity of the surface. This 
should vary, the south and west sides of 
the building, as a rule, requiring the 
addition of more linseed oil than the 
north and east. 

• How many coats of SWP — Two 
coats are recommended to repaint 
houses when the normal period of four 
years has elapsed since the previous 
painting. On new buHdings, being 
painted for the first time, three coats 
are strongly advised. 

• Staining wood shingles — Use S-W 

Linsolene Shingle Stains. They stain 
the wood, bring out its beauty without 
concealing the grain. They also pre- 
vent formation of fungus growth and are 
effective against wood boring insects. 

Caution: New shingles which have been 
exposed to weather and are water 
soaked should be unbound and 
spread out to dry before using. 




Unstained shingles should be dipped 
in the first coat of stain before laying, 
to secure complete covering of both 
sides, end and edges. Empty all the 
cans of stain for the entire job into one 
large vat or tub and stir thoroughly 
before and during use. Dip quickly 
to % the length of the shingle, let drain 
for a few minutes and throw into a 
loose pile to dry. After the shingles are 
on the house, the second coat of stain 
is brushed on. This coat should be 
thinned with one pint linseed oil to each 
gallon of stain.
